PROPOSED METEOROLOGICAL 
INVESTIGATIONS, 
——XF— : 
OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The Air Ministry announces:—Sir Ernest 
Shackleton recently offered his services to the 
Air Ministry to carry out meteorological in- 
vestigations and to gather topographical infor- 
maáion during his forthcoming expedition in the 
Quest. This offer has been accepted, and the 
Ministry is accordingly affording all possible as- 
sistance to the expedition, in order that as com- 
plete information as possible may be collected. 

The expedition has been furnished with in- 
struments and equipment necessary for carrying 
out meteorological observations, and the Quest 
has been constituted an official reporting ship 
of tle Meteorological Office: The ship has also 
been supplied with photographic apparatus, and 
with kites similar to those employed in the in- 
vestigation of the upper air over the Atlantic 
during the voyage of the steamship Montcalm 
prior to the Transatlantic flight of the R 34 in 
1919. It is further proposed to take records of 
the temperature and pressure of the upper air 
by using a seaplane, which is to accompany the 
expedition. 

Lhe Quest will, during her voyage in the 
Atlantic, Southern and Indian Oceans, touch at 
several little-known places, including the islands 
of St. Paul’s Rocks and Tristan da Cunha, in 
the South Atlantic. The former lies on the 
route whicl. might be followed by aircraft fly- 
ing via the West Coast of Africa to South 
America, and the latter occupies . position 
almost midway between South America and 
South Africa. 

In the South Indian Ocean a visit will pro- 
bably be paid to the Crozet Islands.

, more evident that the Soviet Government is 
resolved to take into its own hands the dis- 
tributfon of any international or other food 
BE. It is said that an agreement, concluded 
with the Soviet authorities by Dr. Nansen con- 
tained a stipulation for the opening of a relief 
credit of ten million pounds, which should be 
placed at the disposal of the Soviet authorities. 

While deeply grateful for the relief efforts 
that are being made, Russian circles here are 
anything but optimistic regarding the outcome 
of the international scheme. They foresee that 
the Bolsheviks will provide every facility for the 
reception of food stocks, and, when sufficiently 
large quantities have beep brought in, will dis- 
cover any number of excuses for delaying the 
distribution in order, first, to make sure of re- 
taining enough to supply the needs of the Red 
troops for some time to come/ 

INDEPENDENT AMERICAN ACTION. 

The Correspondent says further :—Mr. Walter

SERIES OF DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Demonstrations of unemployed were carried 
out yesterday in three London districte—Hack- 
ney, Shoreditch, and Holborn—with the object 
of demandi from the local Boards of Guar- 
dians a & 1 scale of outdoor relief for all 
unemployed men and women. The amounts de- 
manded varied on a scale of man, wife, and six 


Hackney 

At Hackney the demonstrators marched to 
Homerton Workhouse during a board meeting 
there. Their spokesman, who was admitted to 
the meeting, declared that the unemployed, 
numbering nearly 2,000, would demand admis- 
sion to the workhouse if their full demands 
were not conceded. He added that the hungry 
people would not much further if the Guar- 
cians maintained heir silly attitude. 

There was considerable uproar outside the 
meeting when the Guardians’ alternative offer 
was announced, and the people were advised to 
present themselves later for admission to the 
workhouse, Only two eventually availed them- 
celves of the orders for admission, and it was 
not anticipated that more than a dozen would 
go so. 

At Shoreditch there was a procession, and 
speeehcs were made in front of the Guardians’ 
offi It was announced that if the present 

lief was increased the rates would be greatly 
advanoed.

ARMENIANS UNDER 
TURKISH RULE. 


RELENTLESS PERSECUTION, 

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to in- 
formation received in Armenian circles in Lon- 
don, the plight of the Christian populations in 
Asia Minor ig very alarming. They are faced 
under Turkish Nationalist domination with the 
same policy of oppression, horrors, and mas- 
‘acres as they were in the year 1915-16. In 
the region of Ste co in the province of Sivas, 
i) Asia Minor, the Armenians, numbering 1,000, 
who escaped massacre by being forcibly con- 
verted to the faith of Islam, had returned to 
their own Christian faith after the armistice, 
believing that their sufferings were already at 
an end. Now these ill-fated people are exposed 
to the menace of violence and massacre by the 
Turkish Nationalists. 

In the town of Marsivan the Armenian quar- 
ters have been fired after being plundered, 
some Armenians being thrown into the flames 
or killed. In other districts a smal] number of 
Armenians, survivors of the 1915 massacres, are 
also threatened. The Turks invade the village, 
loot the provisions, and kill off the inhabitanw. 


THE GREEK CAMPAIGN.

THE SILESIAN PROBLEM. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS MEETING 
TO-DAY. 


The Special Correspondent of the Press Asso- 
ciation in Geneva telegraphed yesterday :—De- 
liberations of the Council of the League of 
Nations on the Upper Silesian problem will be 
resumed at four o'clock to-morrow afternoon. 
In the —— Mr. Balfour will preside over a 
meeting of the Committee charged with a 
consideration of the amendments to the 
Covenant of the League. 

As regards a discussion of the Upper Silesian 
question, the Cuisine Interieure Correspondent 
understands that the members of the Council 
have pledged themselves to secrecy, so that 
very little, if ami berps Ó will transpire of actual 
proceedings, beyond the usual communiqué that 
will, presumably, be issued after each sitting. 
This point, however, will, in all probability, 
be decided to-morrow, when the whole question 
of the procedure to be observed will be dis- 
cussed, including, it is believed, the appoint- 
ment of a permanent reporter, or the designa- 
tion of sub-arbitrators. It will also be de- 
cided whether the permanent reporter shall be 
one of the members of the Council, or selected 
from outside. There are still some doubts on 
the question of a permanent reporter. There 
is, in any case, reason to believe that Viscount 
Ishii does not wish to be confirmed in the office 
of reporter. 

There is a hopeful feeling in League circles 
regarding the prospects of an equitable settile- 
ment being reached. The presence of Mr. 
Balfour and M. Bourgeois is considered to 
warrant this, though it is thought that the de- 
liberations will be prolonged. 

_ The Polish delegate to the League of Nations, 
in a Note to the Fresident of the Council re- 
garding Upper Silesia, states that the Polish 
Government, while affirming its right under the 
covenant, does not at present intend to make 
use of their rights to be represented at the 
discussion. 

Reuter’s Corresnondent at Geneva telegraphed 
yesterday :—The Financia) Committee of the 
League of Nations, which is dealing with a 
scheme for giving financial aid to Austria, met 
this morning, but owing to the absence of two 
members, adjourned unti! to-morrow. 

Reuter’s Correspondent learns that owing to 
the reserved attitude of the United States, the 
scheme is encounter'ng difficulty, which, how- 
ever, it is hoped to overcome. The Committee 
charged to ccnsider the question of a reduction 
of armaments will meet to-morrow. 


THE BURGENLAND CRUX.

THE KING'S HOPE. 


While there was no now development in the 
peace negotiations yesterday, there was much 
speculation as to the effect of the Belfast out- 
break upon the eituation.

Mansion House yesterday until the afternoon, 
when he arrived with Mr. Boland, and spent 
some hours in consultation with his colleagues.

GENERAL SMUTS AND 


IRELAND, 
ninntetpapiethittadtieiiantemmbinainass 
HOW HE CAME TO ACT, 
,GRAVE PROBLEM FOR THE 
EMPIRE. 
Telegraphing from Oapetown yesterday, 


Reuter’s Correspondent said :—General Smuts 
was given a magnificent welcome home and a 
great ovation at a luncheon given in his honour 
to-day by the Mayor and City Council. There 
was a large and distinguished gathering, repre- 
sentative of the whole of South Africs. 

When the Prime Minister rose to reply to the 
toast of his health the ovation was renewed, 
all those present rising to their feet. 

After a few remarks dealing largely with 
South African aspects of his journey, General 
Smuts came to the word “ Ireland,” and there 
was at once a hush to hear the Premier's words. 
The problem of Ireland, General Smuts em- 
phasised, was of far-reaching consequence to 
the Empire, and was, at the same time, of 
supreme importance as a domestic question to 
Great Britain. For that reason, he said, the 
question had not been dealt with by the Im- 
erial Conference. In the Empire, however, 
here was no graver matter, and it was also 
most vitel as regarded foreign relations. The 
majority of the Irish people did not live in 
Ireland, but in the British Dominions, «r in 
America. General Smuts said that the s tur- 
tion in Ireland when the South African rep - 
sentatives arrived in Great Britejn wos in- 
describable. Any idea of such a state of 
affairs, if it had existed before the Great War, 
would have been seouted. 

AN APPEAL. 

On arriving, he bad been appealed to, a!must 
immediately, to try to exert a moderating in- 
fluence. He decided that he could only take 
part, firstly, upon the fequest of the Irish 
loaders. Then he thought that it was right 
and proper to do what he could, y, 
he had not desired to appear as a representa- 
tive of the British Government, but entirely as 
representing the outside point of view; as a 
third party who had undergone curious ex- 
periences in South Africa through bitter years. 
e had participated in many discussions with 
all parties, all the time endeavouring to probe 
all possible difficulties. There were matters of 
the South of Ireland, of Ulster, and of the 
British Government to discuss. The result 
was, that from a _ position of warfare, 
brigandage, and murder, they uad come *o 
truce. (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 

THE ONLY SOLUTION. 
A halt hed been called, and had go far proved 
permanent. All parties were brought to- 
gether, and gave their points of view. From 
the start he had been convinced that all the 
old Home Rule measures were quite inadequate, 
and that they must find a scheme going much 
further. He had endeavoured to explain the 
position from the South African point of view 
and from the Dominion position, and they had 
agreed upon a solution on the lines of Dominion 
Home Rule. The British Government to-day 
was pledged to Dominion Home Rule for 
Ireland. The position to-day was difficult, but 
not hopeless. There had been this success— 
so far, a halt to passions and murder and a 


talk of poser in a new atmosphere, and the 
Irish people had told him of a great and com- 
plete change of feeling. That was not failure. 
Others had still to be ersuaded, and 
as passions calmed vm, people 
would realise that something very 
substantial. had been done to establish 


what wae the only solution, namely, Dominion 
Home Rule in Ireland. No, it was not a failure, 
and Ireland was on the right road. 

General Smuts at this juncture said with 
emphasis that he was still trying to keen iu 
touch with all parties, and he was not without 
the hope of seeing Ireland arise as South 
Africa had arisen, because Ireland presented, 
not eo much a constitutional situation, as a 
human situation. If they could get the iron 
out of the souls of the people and get them to 
take a larger view there would be no trouble 
in Ireland. Indeed, if he had only managed to 
rersuade the parties that time and patience 
were necessary to win success then ho had, et 
least, achieved something. 


SOCIAL DEMOCRATS AND THE 
TERMS. 
The Press Association says that in a com- 
munication issued yesterday the Executive 
Council of the Social Democratic Federation 
state that in accordance with the votes of the 
delegates at the annual conferences for more 
than a generation they supported the demand 
made by Mr. de Valera and Dail Eireann for

(3) Because the Irish, like the mass of the 
British workers, wholly mistrust the present 
Government. 
(4) Because the Irish have at last forced the 
British Government to abandon ite murderous 
competition in crime, and are entitled to the 
full fruits of their struggle. 
(5) Because only a free Ireland can make a 
genuine and Jasting peace with Great Britain. 
(6) Because Great Britain being the only avail- 
able market for Irish produce, the two inde- 
pender¢ nations would speedily establish a 
mutual fraternity of interest. a —H 
(7) Because the phrase “ territorial propin- 
quity ” used by the Prime Minister cannot hide 
the truth that any argument based upon it is 
only a piece of chicane, which might be equally 
well employed by a nation of 42 million in- 
habitants, to justify an attack upon Belgium 
and Holland, and because Great Britain has 
before the world as the champion of 
“ selfdetermination’’ of the a 
doctrine which she is daily outraging in Irelané 
and elsewhere.

THE MILITARY CALLED OUT. 


DEATH-ROLL INCREASED BY SEVEN. 


Our Belfast Correspondent telegraphed as 


follows last night :—The following communica- 
tion was issued to-night by the Finance 
Ministry of Northern Ireland :— 

“The Cabinet of Northern Ireland met 


to-day, with the Lord Mayor of Belfast, to con- 
sider the serious condition of affairs in the 
city. 

“ Military and police authorities were in at- 
tendan é, and arrangements were made for ad- 
ditional troops to be drafted into the city. 
Further steps also were taken to ensure the 
restoration and maintenance of law and order.” 


HEAVY FIRING LAST NIGHT. 

Telegraphing at an early hour this morning, 
our Correspondent says:—It is now possible to 
state that, as a result of today’s rioting, seven 
people were killed and fifty-five were wounded, 
more or less seriously ; while many other minor 
cases were treated in the hospitals. 

When darkness fell there was a sharp renewal 
of the conflict, but it was significant that North 
Queen street, which was the centre of the dis- 
turbances hitherto, was fairly quiet, only & 
few shots being discharged. There was a 
strong force of military stationed there, and 
the presence of the troops had & salutary effect 
on the ricters. 

On the other hand, the historic battleground 
between Falls and Shankhill roads became in- 
volved. There was sharp firing in the neigh- 
bourhood of Cupar street, later in the 
night tremendously heavy firing took place in 
the Carrick Hill district It became so had 
that the t were compelled to fire to dis 
perse the rioters. Bo intense was the firing 
that all tratie in North street had to be 
6 , and the wounded were taken to hos- 
pital by the half-<dozen. 

Snipers fired into Cavour street, and here 
James M‘Fadden, a boy of sixteen, was killed, 
and four other persons were wounded. Here 
also the soldiers were called in, and had to open 
fire. 

In Millfield there was considerable sniping, 
Two men were shot, Edward Stockman re- 
ceiving a bullet in the shoulder, and Francis 
Bradley was shot through the liver. 

MORNING SCENES. 

Rioting again broke out in the morning, and 
was continued at intervals up to midlay, and 
was resumed in the afternoon. 

As a result of the activity of the gunmen 
five persons had lost their lives up to six 
o'clock, while over thirty people were admitied 
to hospital, suffering from bullet wounds 

The chief disturbance again occurred in the 
neighbourhood of York street, where the 
parties are intermingled in numerous small 
streets. There from an early hour in the morn- 
ing firing was fairly continuous, and quite oy 
in the dey several cases were taken to hospital, 

The disturbance, however, spread to Old 
Lodge road, in the neighbourhood of Millfield 
and Carrick Hill, where peorle going to their 
work, including many women and children, 
formed targets for the anipers, and had to 
fly for shelter. In addition to revolvers, the 
enipevs were to<day using rifles, and the sound 
of the firing could be heard all over the city. 
One police official declared that it waa the 
heaviest firing that he had known in all his 
eXperience. 

GUNMEN’S TACTICS. 

The activities of the snipers were extremely 
dificult to counter. They gathered at street 
corners, fired a few shots, and diapersed, only 
to gather again at some other roint, and renew 
the firing. Policemen in armoured cara patrolled 
the disturbed area, but their presence only had 
the effect of quieting the disturbance during 
the few minutes that they were in sight, and 
the moment that they had disappeared the 
rioters renewed their activities. 

In addition to revolver and rifle firing there 
was not a little stone-throwing, and several 
people who were found in hostile surroundings 
were badly beaten by their opronente. 

THE LORD MAYOR’S APPEAL. 

The Lord Mayor, Sir William F. Coates, on 
Tuesday evening made strong representations 
to VColonel-Commandant Carter Campbell. The 
Lord Mayor expreesed the demandof the peaceful 
citizens’ who are hampered by risk of death and 
disablement in going about their ordinary avo- 
cations, that there should be a more extensive 
use of the forces of the Crown to suppress the 
snizing and to put down all hair nua ebull;- 
tions. The Lord Mayor early yesterday was 
in touch with the City Commissioner of Police 
(Mr. J. F. Gelaton, J.P.), and made similar re- 
presentation, and he ain saw Cglonel-Com- 
mandant Oarter-Campbell. Shortly after 12 
o'clock it became known that as the result of 
these representations troopa were to be on dut 
on the streets during the afternoon, and a feel- 
ing of relief spread over the city. 

Shortly after one o'clock strong ‘bodies of 
police appeared on the streets, and with the 
aid of armoured lorries kept the people mov- 
ing, and gn curious crowde from congre- 
geting. e public displayed a ready compli- 
ance with this precaution. Meanwhile the firing 
gradually subsided, and eventually as the offices 
and business houses began to discharge their 
employés for the dinner hour and half-holiday 
the city began to resume a normal aspect. 

THE FIRST DEATH. 

The first death to-day was that of a man 
named Richard Duffin, of New Lodge road, 
who wae killed at an early hour. An elderly 
man named John Thomas, employed as a hight 
watchman, was shot as he was going home on 
the completion of his work. 

YORK STREET MILL CLOSED. 

Firing was so severe in Henry street and 
Sussex street that a big number of employés of 
the York Street Flax Spinning Company would 
not be allowed to enter by the doors in these 
thoroughfares. The staff were in a precarious 
position, and it was found necessary to make a 
hole in the York street boundary wal] between 
Henry street and Sussex street. By this means 
an entrance was gained to the damask shop. 
The workers in the factory and mill had been 
admitted earlier. About 11 o’clock the rioting 
was so bad that the works were closed, and the 
employés were allowed out in couples and at 
intervals. 

THREE SHOT IN ROYAL AVENUE. 
Just about 12 o'clock gunmen who had occu: 
pied positions in Kent street and Library stroct, 
and who had kept up an intermittent fire during 
the entire forenoon, claimed two victims in 
Royal avenue. The first was 4 young man who 
was struck by a bullet from Library street, and 
dropped like a log. The crowd rushed round 
and lifted him. Hardly had they done so when 
another short rang out, this time from Kent 
street, and a little boy screamed in terror that 
he had been wounded. Both the victims were 
carried to a near-by chemist’s shop, and were 
later removed to hospital in a motor car 
“ commandeered ' for that purpose. A well. 
known city business man, Mr. Henry Moore, 
chemist, was injured by a bullet. He sustained 
a gunshot wound in the face, and was removed 
with all speed to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
where fortunately it was ascertained that the 
injuries were not of a serious nature. At the 
time Mr. Moore was wounded he was on his way 
to his business establishment in Royal avenue. 
The staff at the Royal Victoria Hospital was 
kept. busily eng during the morning, and 
local doctors in the neighbourhood of the dis- 
Wurbances also had their hands full. 

MILITARY CALLED OUT. 
Early in the afternoon the military were 
called out, and soldiers were placed on duty at 
street corners in the danger zone, but despite 


their appearance the firing continued at 
intervals. In the early evening a good deal of 
excitement was occasioned in the neighbourhood 


of Royal avenue by 4.party of snipers who, 
taking advantage of the absence of the patrol 
wagons, boldly came out into the open and 
fired down Academy street in the direction of 
Donegall street. Many people who were passing 
had narrow escapés. ev Pe 
Among those who were injured earlier in the 
day was a young fu who was walking in the 
neighbourhood of Sussex street, When she fell 
bleeding on the roadway a number of men rushed 
to her aid. They were fired upon, and a 
man named Bowers was wounded. His brother 
had been killed on the previous day while stand- 
ing in the street lighting a cigarette. 

"Viney Jane McOracken, who is reported to be 
a centenarian, was shot in the arm while walk- 
ing across the street near her home in Nelson 
street, but the injury is not regarded as serious, 
ENGLISH VISITOR WOUNDED. 

It transpired cg that among those who 
were injured on Tuesday was Mr. Stewart Ken- 
nedy, of Cromwell road, London, who, with his 
wife, was on a visit to Belfast. ey were 
riding in a tramear when a bullet struck his 
hand, and, gliding off the umbrella that he was 
carrying, lodged in the abdomen.

MILITARY IN THE DANGER ZONE. 


Another Correspondent writes :— 

id scenes were witnessed in Belfast this 
morning, and for about two hours civilian 
snipers practically held possession of the dis- 
trict surrounding York strect and North Queen 
street. As the workers were proceeding fo 
the shipyards and other industrial catablish- 
ments there was a fierce outburst of revolver 
firing in this locality, and the pedestrians had 
to seek refuge. The trouble extended to Old 
odg and the locality contingent to 
Carrick Hill, and workers arriving from Shank- 
hill direction citywards were also held up. 
Near North Queen street a man was shot 
dead, ,and several persons were admitted to 
hospital suffering from gunshot wounds. At 
York street the snipers ischarged shot after 
shot. Order was eventually restored in the 
affected areas. Many shop windows were 
broken, and some tramears bear traces of 
having been struck with bullets. 

Passengers in the tramcars stretched them- 
selves on the floor to escape flying bullet« 


rifles, were constantly patrolling the affected 
areas and keeping the gunmen on the move. 

Early in the day close on twenty persons were 
treated at the hospitals for oven, which in 
the majority of cases are not of a serious char- 
acter. By | o'clock sniping had abated con- 
siderably. 

The casualties for the earlier part of the day 
totalled five killed and thirty injured. “To the 
list of killed is to be added a man who was 
accidentally knocked down by a police patrol 
van, and died after admission to hospital, 

THE WEEK'S DEATH-ROLL. 

The total death-roll un to 6 o'clock this even- 
ing as the result of this week's disturbances 
amounted to 14. Scores of people have been 
injured, while in the city hospitals alone’ close 
on 100 persons are at present undergoing treat- 
ment. 

Owing to the intensity of the firing hundreds 
of ople were unable to proceéd to their 
work to-day, and had to return home until 
matters became quiet. Many of the works had 
to close down for the day, and the tramway 
service had to be suspended temporarily early 
in the forenoon. 

On account of the serious situation the Lord 
Mayor sought military protection for law- 
abiding citizens and property, and soldiers were 
placed at street corners in the danger zone, as 
a result of which the condition of the city be- 
came tranquil for a time. 

The worst Fata took place at night, and 
was spread over a fairly extensive area. In 
addition to revolvers rifles were brought into 
use. The staff of one hospital was ao busy at 
10 o’clock that it was impossible to procure in- 
formation as to the number of dead and 
wounded, but the casualty list ig known to be 
heavy.

SANITARY INSPECTORS’ 
CONFERENCE.

PREVENTION’ OF VENEREAL 
DISEASE. 


At the conference of the Sanitary Inspectors’ 
Association at Bath yesterday, Sir James Crich- 
ton Browne, fn his address as President, spoke 
on the ravages of venereal disease. He said 
that «eyphilis, “according to official returns, 
caused in England and Wales 2,023 deaths in 
1920, and other venereal diseases 2,105. But 
those figures afforded not the slightest concep- 
tion of the havoc wrought by these maladies. 
Not less than 10 per cent. of the population of 
our large towns were infected by syphilis, and 
@ much larger proportion with gonorrhoea. The 
latter was prolific of sterihty, blindness, and of 
rheumatic and joint affections. Syphilis was 
the direct cause Of a Vast number of cases of 
abortion, miscarriage, still birth, and infant 
mortality, and, ds a hidden assassin, was, un- 
doubtedly responsible for a large number of 
deaths whicl® were attributed. to such causes 
as aneurism, angina pe@oris, Bright’s disease, 
and cerebral hémorrhage. Syrhilis was the sole 
cause of general paralysis of the insane, which 
killed 2,000 people in this country annually. 
That had until recently been alloWed to circuate 
treély, slaying our people, undermining their 
manhood, ahd producing widespread invalidism 
and induétnal incafacity. Everything possible 
should be done ‘promptly to etave off this 
gheetly disorder. 

A PREVENTABLE DISEASE. 

Syphilis, said Sir James, is an infectious 
disease due to a Specific organism, which we 
can show you on the cinematograph, darting 
and wriggling about serpent-like on ite malign 
career. ‘That sperific organism can. be inter- 
cepted in ite career, the disease can be pre- 
vented, and if you ask why it is not prevented, 
the answer must Le because of ignorance and 
negligence on the one hand, and ecclesiastical 
prejudice ahd short-sighted mogrality on the 
other. The proper and infallible preventative 
against venereal disease is chastity and marital 
lidelity, but these have failed) and failed 
lamentably. Truly the country in which 
ethics are neglected ie doomed to ruin, but what 
is unethical in spreading knowledge that will 
avert untold stfferings Proms millions who are 
subjected to a punishment they have in no way 
deserved, and that will arrest the degengration 
and demoralisation of the race? To teach that 
venereal diseasé may be prevented is not to do 
evil that good mhy dbound, but is réally to 
hinder *immé@asurable evil by a piece of good 
advice. There ie no extenuation of a vicious act 
of supreme folly in indicating how its terrible 
consequences, personal and vicarious, may te 
ayoided. To proclaim a new antidote to a 
deadly poison is not to encourage people to run 
the risk of swallowing it. There is the clearest 
and most definite medical evidence that the 
spread of venereal disease can be prevented by 
the adoption of methods of  self-disinfection. 
The firat suggestion of this was met with shouts 
of protest. It Was pronounced a premium on 
vice by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and as 
an enceuragement to promiscuous sexual inter- 
course by removing the risks attending it. But 
the very people who thus condemned immediate 
personal disinfe¢jion were advocating what were 
called early treatment centres. 

SUPPRESSION OF QUACKS. 

In the campaign against venereal disease-we 
must have the suppression of unqualified quacks 
and herbalists, who have done so much mischief, ; 
and thes prohibition of their alluring advertise- | 
ments. We must have a network of clinics and 
hospitals throughout the country, hospitals for 
prolonged treatmnent of women and girls, and 
laboratories for investigation and diagnostic 
work.

ans SECRETS OF VENUS.

the brilliant surface of Venus, there is much 
temptation to imagine detail which does not 

exist. And the strain of long gazing at a 

bright object is in iteelf conducive to illusions. 

A k could be filled with the things which 

eminent astronomers have t ht they saw 

on or about Venus, from her mythical satellite 
to Schiaparelli« and Lowell's 

epiders and damaged cartwheels.” 

strange how sometimes eminent astronomers 

have swallowed such tales while ignoring the 

most obvious considerations against them. 

In the case of the eatellite the whole astro- 
nomical world was misled for nearly a century, 
although the tale wae a on the face of it; 
for a body with the dimensions assigned to 
the object—viz., one-third or onéquarter the 
diameter of Venus herself—would, at the dis- 
tance of Venus, be a conspicuous object to the 
naked eye. It would, indeed, be ae bright as 
Mars or Saturn, or even Sirius, and could not 
fail to attract attention before there ever was 
a telescope. Likewise, in the case of her rota- 
tion period there is an obvious reason againet 
the long values. The only force capable of 
slowing down and ultimately stopping the rota- 
tion of a planet ie tidal friction. The only 
body capable of raising tides in Venus is the 
Sun. Now we know exactly how much tide 
the Sun could raise there. It is just about 
as much as the Sun and Moon together raise 
on the earth. Now our tides have left us a 
twenty-four hour day still, and there is no 
measurable increase im the length of the day 
during human history. Venus is a younger 
planet than the earth. We may, therefore, 
confidently assume that her day is at least not 
longer than ours, and probably a little shorter. 

ars is a morning estar, near Venus at the 

end of September, as above stated. Jupiter 
and Saturn are invisible, both being in con- 
— with the Sun on nearly the same 
ate--viz., September 21-22. The two planets 
are in conjunction with each other a week 
earlier, but the phenomenon will not be visible, 
the planets being only 5° from the Sun. Here 
is a first-rate opportunity for someone to pre- 
dict the end of the world—the two giant 
lanete, the Sun, and the earth, all in one 
ine. Your Astronomical Correspondent, ‘how- 
ever, will not predict it.

+ New Moon on September 2nd at 3.33 a.m. 
First Quarter on September 9th at 3.30 a.m. 
Full Moon on September 17th at 7.20 a.m. 
Last Quarter on Seotember 24th at 9.18 p.m. 
The above Full Moon is that called the 

Harvest Moon. A few minutes’ study of an 
almanac which gives the times of moonrise 
each day (euch as “ Whitaker's Almanac ’’) will 
show the reason why. It will be seen that, 
whereas the interval between successive moon- 
rises at the beginning of September is about 
1 hour 20 minutes, by the time of Full Moon 
it has fallen to about twenty-three minutes. 
By the end of the month it has again risen 
to 1 hour 20 minutes. Thies variation in the 
interval between successive risings of the Moon 
happens every month, because the Moon a path 
carries her alternately north and south of the 
Equator pin 4 just as the Sun’s motion 
carries him north and south yearly. And just 
as the Sun rises earlier day by day when he 
is going North (that is, in the Spring), so the 
Moon when she is going north. But in the 
case of the Moon there is her rapid eastward 
motion from night to night, which more than 
balances her northward advance, so that she 
can only reduce, and not altogether remove, 
the daily retardation of her rising. September 
is the only month in which this minimum in- 
terval between successive rieings occurs at the 
time of Bull Moon, when, of course, it is most 
noticeable. 

Tux Sun :—At 2.20 p.m. on the 23rd the Sun 
crosses the Equator going south, and at the 
same moment enters the sign Libra, This ic 
the date of the Autumn Equinox. 

Tue Stars:—At midnight on September let 
and at 10 a.m. on the 30th the observer, facing 
south, will have facing him the constellations 
Pegasus and Aquarius. The only bright star 
near thé meridian is Fomalhaut, very low down 
nearly due south.

CRUELTY TO CATTLE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The Irish Times has always opened its 
columns to ventilate abuses, and endeavours to 
train public opinion in putting down al] forms 
of cruelty to man or beast. ay I invite your 
attention to the conditions under which the 
cattle trade between Ireland and ports in the 
United Kingdom is often carried on? Few people 
outside those whose business’ it is to deal with 
the tpansport of sheep, pigs, and cattle realise 
the treatment which these unfortunate animals 
have to undergo. 

From the peaceful grazing lands of Treland 
the cattle are transported eit by road or rail 
to the cattle markets or seaports. If to the 
markets, they often stand herded together in a 
limited space in small or large droves, poser, 
constantly beaten to keep them together unti 
they are sold or sent back. Arriving at the sea- 
port, they are driven through the streets by 
drovers whose business it is to get the eaytle 
down as quickly as possible. is, as is ‘well 
known, is done by beating and shouting. The 
animals arrive in a half-dazed condition at the 
lairages, where they are “‘ vetted” (I would add 
that these inspectors do all they can to stop 
cruelty), and at the appointed hour they are 
driven down to the ships, accompanied fre- 
quently by small boys = “ó like the men, are 
armed with sticks. These boys enter into the 
exciting occupation, peculiar to most boys with 
a stick, of lambasting any animal within reach. 
In this manner the cattle arrive alongside the 
V-shaped gangways, where they are driven on 
board. 

Arriving on board in a further bewildered 
state, they are driven down a steep brow, 
usually at an angle of about 50 degrees, into 
the hold or between decks. It ie at this stage 
and at the stalling up of the animals that the 
greatest cruelty occurs, as there are few of the 
inspectors or officers to watch what goes on. 
The dazed animals sometimes refuse to go down 
the brows, and, when repeated blows and 
proddings are of no avail, the cattle men take 
hold of the beast’s tail, put a kink into it, and 
by screwing the tail round force the animal to 
tush down into the ship’s hold, where other 
cattle men repeat the performance until the 
animals are stalled up. It will be understood 
that after this treatment the animal's tail is 
helpless to ward off the swarms of flies which 
exist on cattle ships. 

The fault does not lie with the drovers, boys, 
shippers, or ship's company. The whole system 
is based on an out-ofdate and cruel custom, and 
the remedy lies in killing the animals and 
shipping dressed meat only. Then, and not until 
then, will a degrading trade and custom cease. 

The Irish, as a nation, are lovers of animals, 
and few outside of the trade would willingly 
cause pain, but when one bears in mind that 
mere children are allowed to assist in driving 
down cattle, as described, it is only to be ex- 
pected that when they become men they cease 
to have any regard for the treatment of cattle 
other than as a means of earning a living.—

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN DUBLIN. 


STATISTICS FROM IRISH REGISTRAR. 
GENERAL’S RETURNS. 

The Irish RKegistrar4deneral’s return for the week 
ending Saturday, August 97th, 1921 mete in 
the Dublin Registration Area the births registered 
during the week amounted to 1848--94 boys and 
89 gifls—and the deaths to 130—68 males and 
62 females. The deathe registered, omitting the 
deaths (numbering eight) of persons admitted into 
public institutions from localities outside the area, 
represent an annual rate of gnortality of 15.0 per 
1,000 of the population, ‘dncluded in the 129 
deaths appertaining to thé area are 26 from 
diarrhoeal diseases. In the three preceding weeks 
deaths from diarrha@al diseases were 28, 46, and 
28. There were six deaths from pneumonia, com- 
pas one from broncho-pieumonia, one from 
obar pneumonia, and four from pneumonia (type 
not distinguished). 

Tuberculoas disease caused 12 deaths (including 
nine from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from tuber- 
culous meningitis, and two from abdominal! tuber- 
culosis). Ten deaths were caused by cancer, nine 
by organic diseases of the heart, and one by 
bronchitis. Of nine deaths by violence registered 
last week, two were caused by burns, two by 
drowning, and two by vehicles. 

Among deaths of infants under ove year old, 
one was due to broncho-paeumonia, 28 to diarrhas 
and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, two 
to premature birth, and three to congenital debility. 

orty-four of the deaths registered during the 
week appertaining to the area were those of 
children under five years of age, 37 being infants 
under one year, of whom eight were under one 
month old, and 27 deaths were those of persons 
aged 65 and upwards, of whom 17 were 70 years 
of age or over. 

Of the 122 deaths recorded, 46 occurred in hos- 
pitals and other public institutions.

“ KINGFISHERS.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—For my part am inclined to doubt 
“7. B.’s” authority on birds who has told him 
that the kingfisher is wont to frequent the 
vicinity of towns. This is not my experience. 
Some years ago, when making a boating trip 
down the River Wye from Hay, in Breconsire,, 
to Chepstow, through some of the most rural 
parts of England that I know, | remember 
counting some twenty-nine different birds. The 
only town on that river is Hereford, and only a 
very small part of it adjoins the river. 1 noticed 
that it was on the quietest reaches of 
river that the bird was seen. 

On another occasion I had a boating 
down the Rhine from Baile to Cologue. was 
with a friend, and we made the trip in a 
small rowing boat, over which we threw a 
tent at night. One evening we put into a small 
lagoon off the main stream, and quite early 
in the morning we were disturbed by some bird 
constantly tapping at our tent; and, in spite of 
our banging at the canvas to frighten it away, 
it kept returning. We did not know what it 

s until we opened the tent to prepare for 
breakfast, and then we found it was a king- 
fisher. It was a beautiful sight to watch it 
hovering in the sunshine some five or six feet 
away, and then making a dart at the canvas. 
We had evidently taken possession of ite 
favourite fishing ground, and it resented our 
intrusion. ts bokiness was remarkable, and, 
like those birds of which we have recently read 
in the Mount Everest expedition, who seem to 
have no fear of man, this bird was certainly 
most fearless. But a quieter spot for its habita. 
tion could not be found on that long river.—
